The Golden Anniversary Jubilee celebra- 
tion of the founding of the American Aber- 
deen-Angus Breeders Association held in 
connection with the dedication of the gigan- 
tic new International show house proved to 
be a brilliant affair. Successful to the ut- 
most. Triumph after triumph marked the 
daily march of judges as they passed along 
the strings of breeding and fat cattle that 
paraded before the largest crowds ever to 
pass through an International gate at a sin- 
gle show. The finest and biggest show of 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle in recent years. In 
most of the classes there was a decided lack 
of unworthy cattle. In many instances two 
ov more grand champions from other prom- 
inent state and national shows met in the 
same class. All this tended to 
make the showing exceedingly 
interesting. 

The rail along the section of 
the fine new arena where the 
Aberdeen-Angus were showing 
was packed always, regardless of 
whether the cattle on display 
were members of the 4-H Club 
contingent, the open steer classes 
or the breeding cattle. In fact 
the Doddies were the talk of the 
show. Contemporary breeds had 
selected and pitted their best 
specimens in competition in an 


endeavor to prevent the Blacks 
from cleaning the slate on their 
Golden Jubilee showing, but it 
was to no avail. The Aberdeen- 
Angus bullocks not only captured 
the championship over all breeds 
in every open class where they 
could be shown but they also took 
away the reserve championship in 
every class. In addition in many 
classes they held third and fourth 
and even more positions so it was 
a complete shut out. 

It is only fair to say that the 
Shorthorn followers presented 
several of the best steers ever 
brought into the arena from their 
breed as did the Herefords so it 
was no easy task to secure the 
coveted purple ribbons, but rather 
an achievement. Out in the yards 
the Herefords were unusually 
strong in numbers and quality and the 
Shorthorns presented what we believe was 
the finest load of fat Shorthorn bullocks 
ever present at an International. So the 
honors taken at the yards were of more

than ordinary consequence to the Aberdeen- 
Angus breed. A. H. Schmidt of Kansas 
City, or rather Tarkio fame, secured the 
grand championship with one of the finest 
loads of yearlings ever put through the 
Chicago yards and they sold at the very 
satisfactory price of 38% cents per pound 
live weight. The Mommsens of Iowa were 
there with a load of heavies that stood 
ready to keep the competitors away from 
the purple championship, and were they 
good, not many smoother, nor more uniform 
loads have been seen in this competition. 
Over in the arena Judge Biggar of Dalbea- 
tie, Scotland, for the tenth consecutive time 
tied the ribbons on the fat bullocks. This 
time he had the pleasure of passing on the

4-H Club calves also. The competition over 
here was hot indeed. When the sifting had 
all been finished and Campus Idol was 
marched to the top for Iowa State College, 
Judge Biggar pronounced his champion as 
near perfect, and the best specimen he had 
yet seen in America. 
The Breeding Classes. 
When the first class of six aged bulls 
came into the ring and found places along 
the north rail the crowd in the seats and 
along the rail immediately shifted to that 
section. It was apparent from the start 
that Judge Blizzard, of Oklahoma, was to 
have no easy task in selecting the winners. 
At least four of the six had won grand 
championship ribbons at prominent shows 
during the season. Briarcliff’s 
entry Briarcliff Blackmere 2d by 
the International grand champion 
Revolution of Page 2d, had won at 
Syracuse and the Eastern States, 
and succeeded because of his ex- 
cellent balance in heading the 
first class. He is a bull of more 
than ordinary first prize calibre, 
deep, thick meated, wide, level 
and straight as a string. His run- 
nerup proved to be Ames Plan- 
tation Black Marvel by Erwin 
Marshall 2d, and he had to his 
credit many championships, in- 
cluding Indiana and Ohio State 
Fairs. This too is an exception- 
ally fine aged bull of excellent 
quality, type and character. At 
third stood Bar Quality by Qual- 
ity Marshall 3d, whose champion- 
ships included that of Minnesota. 
He has shown at a great disad- 
vantage for Hopley the whole 
season because of lameness. It 
was apparent immediately that 
the Briarcliff bull would be in the 
final reckoning for the breed 
championship, and he was. It is 
doubtful whether a judge ever 
spent as much time and weighed 
so carefully every comparative 
inch of bull as did Judge Blizzard 
when he left this great bull 
standing in the reserve grand 
championship position at the close 
of the bull show. 


Thirteen two year olds paraded 
and things looked even hotter 
than before. This was to be an 
Aberdeen-Angus show that would 
not soon [Continued on page 20

50th Annual Report 


of the Secretary Shows National Association in Strong Position 


To the Members of the American Aber- 
deen-Angus Breeders’ Association: 

This is the 50th annual report made to 
the members of this organization by its 
several secretaries and the 10th annual re- 
port of the present secretary. Your Secre- 
tary is thus sharing enthusiastically in two 
celebrations. There are but few members 
of the Association living today who were 
breeders of Aberdeen-Angus cattle when 
the Association was founded late in the fall 
of ’83 and when the activities of the Asso- 
ciation were begun in ’84. Those pioneers 
saw in America’s wide open, under-stocked 
spaces a great opportunity for their chosen 
breed. With faith in the future and in Ab- 
erdeen-Angus cattle those early breeders 
laid a foundation as substantial as the Rock 
of Gibraltor and the breeders of today are 
reaping the reward of their vision, decision, 
integrity and ability. : 

It is to the memory of these pioneer lead- 
ers in Aberdeen-Angus husbandry that we 
pause at this time to pay tribute. ; 

It is interesting and significant that this 
yreed was imported into the heart or cen- 
ter of this great country; into the area 
which was destined to become the economic 
and industrial hub of the U. S. A. 

It is from this central point that they 
have radiated, after thickly seeding the 
middle central states. It is interesting to 
note how strategically the large breeding 
plants of Aberdeen-Angus are now located; 
how effectively and rapidly they have func- 
tioned. This half century of phenominal 
growth is convincing testimony of the high 
caliber and ability of the men guiding its 
destiny. , 

Fifty years is indeed a short period for a 
practically unknown breed to be introduced, 
to grow in recognizable numbers, to win 
supporters and to reach the pinnacle of su- 
periority in beef production, on merit alone. 
I can’t refrain from speaking of the new 
zenith established at this International. It 
is the first time any breed has ever taken 
every Grand Champion and Reserve Grand 
Champion in the interbreed contests. This 
is another extremely high goal for others to 
aspire to. 

The past year has been one of mixed ex- 
periences for the Association and its mem- 
bers. Breeders in many sections have con- 
tinued to experience financial difficulties, 
but in general there has been some im- 
provement over last year. During the early 
part of the year there were indications of 
marked improvement in the demand for Ab- 
erdeen-Angus breeding cattle and for the 
establishment of new herds. Gradually the 
drouth crept over the Middle West and 
West, seriously interfering with the expan- 
sion and sale of cattle. In some areas 
threatening the food supply of herds, espec- 
ially in the area west of the Mississippi 
River, where many of the herds of Aber- 
deen-Angus cattle are located. This condi- 
tion continued until early in September, 
when rains and a late autumn restored te 
pastures, since which time we are again 
experiencing a marked improvement in the 
demand and sale of Aberdeen-Angus cattle. 

The Association office passed through a 
very trying period because of the Stock 
Yards fire on May 19th, which completely 


destroyed the equipment and working ma- 
terial of the Association. The Association 
however, was fortunate in the fact that its 
permanent records of vital importance to 
the work of the Association were in fire 
proof sales, that passed through the fire, 
with the contents unharmed. The registra- 
tion cards, produce cards, membership list 
and account cards were also stored in metal 
containers and while the containers were 
badly buckled and cards discolored, they 
were not destroyed. Much material of a 
historical nature, the supply of herd books, 
bound volumes of certificates, all copies of 
Sander’s Histories, complete files of the 
Breeder’s Gazette, the Aberdeen-Angus 
Journal, English and Canadian herd books, 
all photographs, cuts, as well as the com- 
plete office equipment and the personal 
technical library of the Secretary were de- 
stroyed. Fortunately the Association car- 
ried insurance on books, furniture and 
equipment, so these items will be replaced 
from the insurance money. The historical 
material, while valuable and difficult to re- 
place, its loss will not interfere with the 
work of the Association. 

Discouraging as it was to face the ruins 
following the fire we began immediately to 
re-establish the office and carry on the 
work of the Association as best we could. 
In less than three days following the fire 
the Association was again taking care of 
the work that came to the office. The Rec- 
ord Building was completely gutted with 
only the walls, floors and roof intact. Tem- 
porary windows were put in the building 
and the work carried on during the summer 
months in the ruins, while the reconstruc- 
tion work was in progress. It was most 
trying and difficult to carry on under these 
conditions. It naturally slowed up the 
work a little and doubtless caused our 
breeders some inconvenience, as it took 
time to have certificates of registry and 
transfer blanks, forms, cards, etc., printed. 
We appreciated however, the patience of 
our breeders and the fine spirit of coopera- 
tion shown in carrying on under these con- 
ditions. The quarters have been completely 
rebuilt and the office equipped with all 
modern equipment so that the work of the 
Association can be handled on a more ef- 
ficient basis than ever before. 

The Secretary desires to take this oppor- 
tunity to acknowledge publicly the many 
gifts from breeders and friends of the As- 
sociation in helping replace some of the ma- 
terial destroyed in the fire. Many breeders 
supplied the office with miscellaneous liter- 
ature, catalogs and material of that nature 
which has helped so much in the prepara- 
tion of the Jubilee annual. The historical 
data sent in by these breeders is being filed 
away for future reference. Special men- 
tion should be made of the gift of a com- 
plete set of the American Aberdeen-Angus 
herd books by Bryant O. Butler, of Easton, 
Maryland. A set of Canadian Aberdeen- 
Angus herd books, the gift of the Canadian 
National Record Association, Ottawa, Can- 
ada, and a set of the Scottish herd books, 
the gift of the Scottish Aberdeen-Angus 
Cattle Society of Aberdeen, Scotland. 

The breed has again demonstrated its 
superiority as a beef animal in the record 


made during the year in the show ring, clos- 
ing the show season of 1933 by winning 
évery interbreed contest in the fat cattle 
division at the International Live Stock Ex- 
position in Chicago. This record of win- 
nings has been continued at the 1934 shows. 
In open competition, single steers have won 
65% of the Grand Championships. In the 
Boys and Girls 4-H Club and Vocational 
Agriculture Baby Beef contests they have 
won sixty per cent of the Grand Champion- 
ships and in the carload lots 55 per cent of 
winnings. These figures do not include the 
winnings of this week. 

There has been marked evidence of im- 
provement in type and quality of the cattle 
on exhibition showing greater uniformity 
than any time in the past. The general 
comment has been that there were more 
outstanding young cattle on exhibition than 
any previous show season. I believe the 
display of Aberdeen-Angus at the Interna- 
tional this year confirms that statement. 

A feature of the exhibit of Aberdeen-An- 
gus cattle that is attracting a great deal of 
attenion is the 4-H heifer clubs. From a 
small beginning several years ago these ex- 
hibits have grown so that now they repre- 
sent a considerable part of the 4-H club 
shows. It has done a great deal to stimu- 
late interest in the establishment of pure 
bred herds among these juniors. Several 
years ago the Association established a jun- 
ior membership for members of organized 
club work. More than 50 of these junior 
memberships have been issued. 

A considerable amount of time and effort 
has been devoted to the development of new 
fields for Aberdeen-Angus cattle. This is 
especially true in the East, Southeast and 
the far West. These efforts are beginning 
to bear fruit and new herds have been 
established in these sections as evidenced 
by the number of new members from these 
areas. A large per cent of the cattle pur- 
chased in the Emergency drouth area have 
gone into these undeveloped sections. An- 
other feature of the trade into these outly- 
ing sections is the number of pure bred Ab- 
erdeen-Angus bulls that have been purchas- 
ed for use in commercial herds. These com- 
mercial cattlemen are now purchasing bulls 
in carload lots which will mean an ever in- 
creasing outlet for pure bred bulls. The 
prospective, future demand for pure bred 
bulls for the range territory is most en- 
couraging. 

In regards to memberships. Sixteen were 
transferred upon the records of the Asso- 
ciation 111 new members were secured dur- 
ing the past year. While this number is 
not large, it must be regarded as a splendid 
showing under present conditions. These 
new members are representative of thirty 
states and Canada, showing the wide range 
of territory from which they were secured. 

As previously stated many members of 
the Association were located in the emer- 
gency drouth area which covered a large 
section of the United States during the 
summer. The Association did everything 
within its power to help these breeders to 
dispose of some of their cattle in order to 
secure sufficient funds with which to pur- 
chase feed and carry the balance of the

On a bright May morning in 1933 there 
was dropped at Iowa State College an Ab- 
erdeen-Angus bull calf that was later to 
bring glory to the institution, under the 
name of Campus Idol—a name that has 
been on the end of everyone’s tongue inter- 
ested in live stock. Special attention was 
given to naming this calf be- 
cause George Edwards, the 
noble little Scotchman at 
Iowa State, knew precisely 
what was behind the calf and 
the possibilities it might 
have. 

The respons.bility of nam- 
ing this calf fell upon Prof. 
P. S. Shearer, head of the 
Animal Husbandry depart- 
ment and in charge of beef 
cattle at Iowa State. Prof. 
Shearer and Mr. Edwards 
went to visit our faithful edi- 
tor and _ publisher Fred 
Hahne, and his Strathmore 
herd of cattle the same week 
the calf was dropped, and it 
was during this trip to Mr. 
Hahne’s farm that Prof. 
Shearer was informed by Mr. 
Edwards of the bull calf and 
the desirability of a good 
name because he was as good 
a prospect as was ever had at 
the institution. Before class- 
es started this fall the names 
of all the steers were tacked 
on their respective pens to 
enable the students to get 
out the right steers for class 
work. On the pen which con- 
tained the particular calf of 
which I have been speaking 
was tacked the name, Campus 
Idol—a name which _ soon 
proved popular with the stu- 


Campus Idol’s early days were spent run- 
ning with his dam in a large blue grass 
pasture through which a large stream flows 
and where an abundance of shade is fur- 
nished by oak timber. He had free access 
to a large creep, filled with a grain mixture 
composed of cracked corn three parts, roll-

ed oats one part and oilmeal and 
part, near the cows salt box. te 
deserves much credit for the care she - 
her calf because she gave a good Rape 
milk and always had constant tab on wie 
her calf was, what he was doing and the 
dangers he might be in—all of which te 
deen-Angus cows are noted 
for doing. 

As a small calf Idol looked 
the part of a prospective 
show steer because of his 
straight lines, short legs 
compactness, great width and 
smoothness. One riding the 
pastures in the summer could 
tell him from a distance by 
his style, carriage, and thick. 
ness. These things made him 
stand out and _ look bigger 
than calves of his own gs 
and age. 

In the fall before shipping 
the steers to the Internation. 
al, Campus Idol was brought 
in from the pasture with 
some other calves and started 
on a nurse cow that he nus. 
ed till a year old. He was 
always an excellent nurser 
and very few times he refus- 
ed to nurse the cow provided 
for him. The grain ration r- 
mained the same during the 
winter months as he had been 
receiving except silage was 
added along with alfalfa and 
mixed clover and_ timothy 
hay. During this time he 
and the other steers were out 
every day in the forenoon for 
exercise in a dry lot with 
free access to a little silage 
near a well bedded shed. 

Beginning in May the

Golden Jubilee Sale Marks Entry into Higher Price Levels 


The Golden Jubilee sale at Chicago prov- 
ed a fitting climax to the season's sale 
events as well as the concluding event for 
the first half century of the breeds’ activi- 
ties in America. The offering was excep- 
tionally fine in quality and fitness. The 
bulls were a splendid lot of individuals suit- 
able for breed improvement and they sold 
at highly satisfactory prices. | And_ yet 
amongst them were many bargains. When 
it is considered that twenty-three head, all 
ages, passed the auction block at an aver- 
age of $215.87 per head, without a single 
lag in the bidding, readers may know that 
the demand was keen. On the other hand 
the interest in females was just as keen 
for the twenty-six head sold at the very 
satisfactory average of $178.65 and many 
of them were mere calves. 

Cols. Kraschel and Cooper alternated in 
the box and were assisted in the ring by 
Col. Bradshaw and the newspaper represen- 
tatives. The sale barn, used as a sale barn 
for horses, is located a block or more south 
of the main building in what seemed to be 
a rather out of the way place, nevertheless 
more people than could possibly find stand- 
ing room or places upon the seats followed 
the cattle as they were led out from the 
show stalls. So the place was packed to che 
brim. The lighting was bad for a crowd 
like that too. And yet those desiring to 
bid made themselves known without much 
solicitation from the block or the ring. In 
other words the bidding was primarily vol- 
untary—indicating a strong demand for the 
Bonnie Blacks. No doubt hai the day been 
bright outside and the place well lighted 
other buyers might been been uncovered 
with but little difficulty. 

The top in the bull section was reached 
when Banner Marshall 457422, a splendidly 
turned son of Emulous and out of a daugh- 
ter of Erie Revolution, offered by Marshall 
Farms and purchased to head the new herd 
of J. D. Allen, of Woodstock, Illinois, sold 
at $535.00. The sensation of the bull sec- 
tion however was found in the January, 
1934, bull calf Earl Barmar 475258, a son 
of Barmar Quality, offered as an extra by 
Hopley, of Iowa, and sold to Ed A. Wearin, 
of Malvern, Iowa, at $380.00. 

Henry Jackson, of Stormville, New York, 
had set his heart on the fine Elba heifer 
sriarcliff Elba 38th 471294, by Briarcliff 
Protestor and out of a dam by Black King 
of Briarcliff. Several times he faltered and 
was about to give her up, but better judg- 
ment insisted that he bid again. This pro- 
cedure continued until he had landed her at 
$485.00 which was the top for females and 
the second high of the sale. A wonderful 
heifer finds a good home is the answer to 
this last bid. Here again a Hopley entry 
scored second high. This time it was Miss 
Burgess Hopley 4th 475250, by Quality 
Marshall 2d, that sold to Mr. Allen ac 
$335.00. 

The following summary will convince 
anyone that this was a good sale and that 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle are valuable proper- 
ty. Look at the averages. Bulls are scarce 
and prices this spring are going to advance 
into a very satisfactory position if we are 
to be the judge. Females are in strong de- 
mand and will follow the bull values closely.

A President’s Greeting— 
None Held in Higher Esteem than L. McWhorter 


While it is not my privilege to be present 
at the Semi Centennial of the Aberdeen- 
Angus Breeders Association of America I 
certainly consider it both a privilege and a 
pleasure to extend greetings and congratu- 
lations to those of the membership who 
can be present, and join in the celebration 
of the achievements and accomplishments 
of our breed in the world in general, and 
in ths country in particular. When | turn 
my thoughts back over the past fifty years 
there comes to me from the memories of 
the past, what seems a great panorama of 
successive events that constitute a success- 
ful growth, and development of a breed 
transplanted in this country by its pioneers; 
that not only equaled, but exceeded the 
fcndest expectations of the early importers. 
When Aberdeen-Angus cattle came under 
my observation, some four or five years of 
importing and breeding had passed; but 
nearly all breeding cows were imported 
cows, and few breeders had become iden- 
tified with their propogation in this coun- 
try. One breeder had secured some im- 
ported cattle and had started in a small 
way in my locality. This was Capt. O. A. 
Bridgford the real pioneer breeder of Mer- 
cer County that has since become probably 
the greatest Aberdeen-Angus breed ng cen- 
ter in America. After this I soon became 
interested in the breed and from the first 
became an ardent admirer of it. 

_ My interest led me to visit from time io 
time different herds and form acquaintance 
of the breeders that at that time were *ew 
in number. And right here I wish to state 
that the breed was favored in the character 
and type of its early importers and breed- 
ers. The personality of these men coupled 
with a breed of special adaptability to 
American requirements inaugerated the 
march of progress that is being celebrated 
at this time. It was my privilege to form 
the acquaintance of the early breeders quite 
rapidly through attendance of sales and 
shows, as well as attending the annual meet- 
ings of the Aberdeen-Angus Breeders As- 


sociation during its earlier history. Dur- 
ing this time I bought cattle of various 
breeders in Illinois, Missouri, Ohio, and Ver- 
mont and a few years later was selling 
them from Connecticut to New Mexico and 
from Mississippi to Montana and Idaho. 
It was but a few years after becoming a 
member of the Association that I was made 
a director and afterward Vice President and 
President, holding a directorship for twelve 
years. 

For a period of around twenty years I 
was somehow drawn in to acting as judge 
at most of the leading shows from Ohio 
to Texas and at some of them several iimes. 
This included seven or eight years at the 
International where I also was Superintend- 
ent of the Aberdeen-Angus show for five 
years. I ment’on these things only in ex- 
planation of how I came in close touch with 
so large a portion of the Association up to 
the last dozen years. When I think of it 
now I feel I was honored very much beyond 
my deserts by your Association and the 
management of the live stock shows of this 
country. I do not feel that I was worthy of 
the recognition I received; but I at least yelt 
the responsibility and gave the work my 
best effort. The acquaintanceship formed 
during those years has been one of the 
greatest pleasures of my life and it seems 
to deepen and broaden as the years go by. 

In the minds of some of the breeders of 
today there may be a query as to how the 
cattle of the early importations and in the 
hands of the earlier breeders, compare with 
the cattle of today. In response to such 
an inquiry I can say there has certainly 
been a marked improvement. There is to- 
day a closer adherence to.a given type re- 
sulting in greater uniformity. There is a 
higher degree of finish and quality. 

There are better tailheads and less 
coarseness. There is less heaviness of 
shoulder among the bulls. This does not 
mean that there were not wonderful cattle 
among them and many will remember the 
great show made at the Columbian Exposi- 


tion and those who do will recall the cow 
Abbess of Turlington shown by Wallace 
Estill. Imagine if you will a cow of 2200 
Ibs. as smooth as a yearling, wonderful 
thickness of flesh, close to the ground and 
acceptable style, quality, finish and breed 
character. Those who saw her then will 
wonder whether we have improved so much 
if any today on this great cow. The lapse 
of years may lend enchantment to my mem- 
ory; but in my judgment she would create 
a world of interest if not a sensation in the 
show rings of today. She appeared on the 
show circuit at later shows that year where 
I was called to judge at the Illinois State 
Fair and give recognition to her wonderful 
excellence. There were other good ones but 
somehow there is a bit of a halo around her 
memory that does not appear in the case 
of any other representative of the breed in 
her generation. The years that have fol- 
lowed those earlier shows have given an 
added refinement for the most part, and 
the breed has been moulded to conformance 
to the requirements of the most exacting 
market demands and show yard type.

The fight was made and the fight was won. 
The victory won is the heritage of the 
breeders of today. I feel sure that the her- 
itage won will but prove an incentive to 
continued efforts and added victories. 

The path to added victories and accomp- 
lishments has been smoothed by the record 
of the past. Somehow as I write this the 
thought comes to me; as I find myself en- 
tering the evening of life, that if sometime, 
somewhere, it should be my lot to view the 
fields of paradise—I trust that on green 
pastures and by still waters I may see now 
and then, here and there, at least a few 
good Aberdeen-Angus cattle such as have 
given me so much pleasure here during 
the past fifty years. And now in con- 
clusion I will say that while unable to at- 
tend your Semi Centennial celebration; I 
will endeavor to attend the Centennial cele- 
bration fifty years hence. For the privilege 
of greeting you at this time and for the 
many courtesies extended me during all 
the years that have gone I can only say— 
I thank you.

OLDEN LEGEND of the Breed 
Bed : far back into the prehistoric per- 
iod of the land of its nativity, and may 
be said to comprise four parts—the Pre- 
historic, the Home Land, the Boom Land, 
and that of the Other Britains and Other 

s. 
ee contribution on the occa- 
sion deals with the Legend in its Boom 
Land, North America, and while that begins 
before the Association was organized fifty 
years ago, yet that period really began in 
Scotland in the year of the death of “the 
master-builder”, William McCombie in 1880, 
the record of whose activities culminating 
in the “Supreme Victory” at Paris in 1878 
suggested that this new and up till, then 
unknown breed might offer the promise of 
a new era for independent breeders in the 
industry of animal husbandry in their coun- 
trv. Hence the start of the boom, which 
William McCombie did not. live to benefit 
by, but which richly benefitted those who 
did live to participate in it; and so also the 
start of its Golden Legend here. _ 

The Golden Legend of the breed, in so far 
as it concerns this country may very truly, 
then, be said to have sprung from the event 
of the “Supreme Victory” of 1878; followed 
by the coming of the American pioneers to 
“get in on the ground floor”. : 

In that Victory the present writer acted 
his part, in helping to select, attend to the 
training, and the exhibition of it in Paris; 
as well as seeing it through its dole some 
quarantine, and returning it home in as 
good condition as it was when it left home; 
receiving the master’s thanks. The romance 
of this event was written for the Breeders’ 
Gazette and repeated by Alvin Howard San- 
ders in his inspiring History of the Breed, 
prefaced as it is by its magnificent invo- 
cation. ; 

A personal note may be permitted here. 
1857 was a great year for calves, it saw the 
birth of Pride of Aberdeen the Invincible, 
and that was the birth year of the present 
writer, which means that his memories per- 
mitted him to store up in his mind the 
achievements of the great founders of the 
breed, including Hugh Watson, Alexander 
Bowie, the great bull breeders, Robert Wal- 
ker who bred the Primus Bull of the Breed, 
ealved in 1818; of William Fullerton, the 
independent breeder who never resorted to 
any of his contemporaries for outside blood, 
and of course the master himself. Of all 
these I preserve letters, documents and oth- 
er material from which every statement 
made by me can be verified. 

So also I was privileged to pass my hand 
o’er the supple skins of Charlotte the Paris 
(1857) cow; of Pride of Aberdeen, the in- 
vincible; of the “thick-kneed cow” of the 
Beauty of Buchan family; of Nightingale 
descended from Mary of Wester Fintray, 
tracing back to the end of the previous cea- 
tury; of Jilt the mother of Monarch that 
went to Ballindalloch; of Blaek Prince and 
of Trojan, who refined the Ballindalloch 
herd, and of Black Prince’s son, the first 
Smithfield champion, of such royal renown. 
The products of these breeding animals, 
were destined to become the rejuvenating 
members in the later Tillyfour herd, from 


By a living link between the founders of 
the Breed and the present Generation of 
Breeders. 


which the members of the Paris group were 
selected, in which I was privileged to take 
part. Of this same later period was Pride 
of Aberdeen tenth, a gift cow to me from 
Uncle William, and from whom I bred 
Knight of St. Patrick and afterwards ex- 
hibited and then sold him to that typi- 
cal “Yankee”, the honored, venerable gen- 
tleman, “Governor” Simpson of Missouri. 
Being from Missouri I had to show him; 
but one glimpse along the top of the Knight 
was all that was required to strike hands 
on the bargain that sent Pat to America. 
And from all American accounts I have 
gathered that it was with Old Pat that the 
Golden Legend of the breed in this country 
began and was established. 

After the master’s death I received an in- 
vitation to visit this America, for the pur- 
pose of establishing a herd under new skies, 
and I was subsequently lured to the Boom 
Land, and settled down without knowing 
the country, in a location entirely unsuited 
to the business I had intended to engage 
in. Nevertheless I bred and sold and ex- 
hibited and in 1886 compiled and published 
a book entitled: “THE BREED THAT 
BEATS THE RECORD; and wins in the 
race for Supremacy as the most economical 
producer of the primest beef for the million. 
A Demonstration of the Properties, Prepo- 
tnece, Pre-Eminence and Prestige of the 
Aberdeen-Angus—the Polled cattle that 
compel the Attention of the World”. That 
title fairly took the breath away from its 
reviewers in Britain, including The London 
Times and The Field and it was rather jeer- 
ed at. But today it will be seen that it was 
prophetical and actual; for I have been able 
since to add: “And has no record now to 
Beat but ITS OWN!” Later I sharpened 
up the slogan— 

“That does its bit at every bite 
And makes the most of every mite.” 

The Introduction to that volume was writ- 
ten by Judge John S. Goodwin, who endors- 
ed the text, and it was praised by his capable 
critic William R. Goodwin; and here I would 
pay a personal tribute to these sterling 
gentlemen, one who became your president, 
the other the managing editor of the old 
Breeders’ Gazette. They heard my story 
and expressed themselves believers in it; 
and that belief was shared in by the late 
George Geary, also one of your presidents— 
and all continued in that faith until the end. 

But there were many battles to win for 
the battle had hardly begun. That, howev- 
er, was achieved in the most practical, 
American manner, by actual tests on the 
seales, when the carcasses were hung up on 
the hooks and examined and when cut up 
into sides and quarters and joints. The 
skeptical were dumfounded for the butchers 
with their cleavers had done the job, neatly, 
cleanly and completely. Then the results 
were coded, tabulated and compared with 
those of the other breeds, and the black 
breed and what it covered, under the hide 
was pronounced without a peer? Prejudice 
at once vanished in the clear light of such

facts. The early maturity test and Judy’s 
coining of the phrase Baby Beef—which 
had been so well demonstrated as it had 
been at Smithfield without these convincing 
visible tests, created an entirely new pros- 
pect, for the housewives wanted smaller 
joints, full of the primest, most edible, 
juicy, sweet and tender meat that could be 
produced and the Aberdeen-Angus gave 
them what they wanted. 

Back to the showyard tests, the tests on 
hoof, tests of the hidden quality that the 
outward would prove. George Geary who 
had risen in protest at the unfair prejudice 
against the breed imported by express from 
the herd of Robert C. Maitland, the steer 
Black Prince who was a grandson of Pal- 
merston, son of Nightingale, just mention- 
ed of the Wester Fintray foundation, and 
out of a cow from Easterskene descended 
from the “noble Panmure.” His dam was 
similarly of the same native breeding. Here 
BLOOD AGAIN TOLD. Maitland’s ances- 
tors had fought for king and law at the bat- 
tle of Harlaw, near Easterskene, and was 
ready again to fight for the same county 
in the more peaceful art of breeding prime 
Scots. (For his story read AH’S History). 

At the same date the heroic Harvey of 
Turlington, Nebraska, augmented the pro- 
test by sending his beautifully fitted herd 
of steers, headed by the gayest of them all, 
Shamrock, a fit name and comely, for a 
son of Knight of St. Patrick. The judge 
was the stolid, silent imperturbale Imboden, 
who had achieved mastery of what was un- 
der the hide as he was a daily cutter up of 
the primest beasts. Then by a stroke of 
inspirational genius he drew the Harvey 
Herd and that of Ellinger’s Reds up in line, 
and placed them so that black and red al- 
ternated. Thus he invented the Sandwich 
formation, that quickly decided the problem. 
The neck of Shamrock was decorated with 
the blue ribbon and then the shout that re- 
echoed from the throats of the the Black 
Breeders, rattled in the rafters and no 
doubt shook down the dust, that had long 
been undisturbed! 

Then Imboden, the puissant, himself, ac- 
quiring Dot the Dumpling from Estill, 
brought him out in fit trim the following 
year and added one more victory to the 
Black Warrior Brigade. 

Here the World’s Columbian Exposition at 
St. Louis must not to be overlooked for it 
provided another opportunity for the pro- 
duce of Old Pat to demonstrate itself. Har- 
vey’s Abbess of Turlington and Progress of 
Turlington, sons of the prepotent son of 
St. Patrick, “were veritable sensations” and 
all the rest of the story about Old Pat’s 
produce is told by Professor Plumb, in his 
“Little Sketches of Famous Beef Cattle’, 
which all breeders should obtain. A new 
edition has been promised and it is hoped 
the author will be able to produce it. 

Now comes the story of the Golden Le- 
gend under the auspices of the “New” In- 
ternational at Chicago away from the mirk 
and haze of the Lake Front December days. 
Then there appears Lochinvar from out of 
the West, the steer Advance exhibited by

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were turned out at night continuously, un- 
til a week before shipping to Chicago, on 
a small grass lot where iresh water was 
always available. Molasses was used to 
dampen the feed when three times a day 
feeding was started in May, and at this 
time beet pulp was substituted for the sil- 
age. It is a probability that feeders of pre- 
vious International Champions were never 
confronted with as hot weather as Mr. Ed- 
wards had to contend with, for lowa went 
throught the hottest summer in 62 years. 
The average temperature was five degrees 
above the 62 year average in which there 
were about 30 days of 100 degrees or above, 
and one week which had an average tem- 
perature of 107 degrees with a peak of 115 
degrees. 

In September cooked wheat was substi- 
tuted for some of the corn—barley wasn’t 
available—while a small amount of soaked 
beet pulp was given to the steers just be- 
fore they were turned out in the evening 
so that they would drink more water in the 
lot. It was during this time that class work 
began, which sometimes made it necessary 
for two classes a day of two hours each for 
Campus Idol. No person who hasn’t been 
around a live stock judging class can im- 
agine what it is to turn thirty or forty 
students loose to handle a class of four 
steers prabably a dozen times by each stu- 
dent. it was through class work that idoi 
really became the Idol of the campus, since 
he provided the boys an easy top ior their 
classes. 

Campus Idol improved continuously as 
every day passed. He kept the same shape 
from start to finish, putting on flesh even- 
ly, widening and thickening uniformly over 
the entire body. At Chicago he had just 
reached his peak. After getting used to the 
strange water, new quarters and the effects 
from shipping, he began to look like a 
strong contender for his class in the 1000 
to 1150 pound class, and much comment was 
made concerning him by spectators. 

When show day came, Idol was fit and 
ready. Judge Biggar gave the steer one 
thorough going over in his class and sent 
him to the top where he remained without 
any question in anyone’s mind. Never did 
he look better than the day he was shown 
for the championship, for the way he walk- 
ed and carried himself and stood squarely 
on his feet was equal to His Majesty The 
King. 

As one looks over the tabulated pedigree 
found elsewhere in this edition, one can’t 
help but see why he was a champion with 
all the blood of champions backing him on 
both sides through sires and dams. Sired 
by Revolution of Page 11th, a bull that the 
college got the use of through the courtesy 
of Kenneth McGregor of Hartley Stock 
Farm, which is sired by Blackcap Revolu- 
tion and out of Eline E. 4th of Page, a 
Hartley bred cow sired by the great bull, 
Ensign of Glencarnock, and out of Hartley’s 
foundation Eline cow, Eline E. 2d, which 
was bred by Charles Escher & Son. The 
dam of Campus Idol, College Inez 2d, is by 
Harvest Model which in turn is by Bardell 
by the great Faultless Pass. 

Kiron, the Reserve Grand Champion steer, 
was bred and raised by Johnson Bros., of 
Ida Grove, Iowa. He was dropped on April 
3, 1934, running with his dam on pasture 
which was also very dry a year ago in that 
section of the country. When Prof. Shear- 
er selected the calf for the college, he look- 
ed to have very good lines but was not 
carrying enough condition to tell much 
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about his future. Kiron was put on a nurse 
cow when he arrived at the College where 
he received the very identical care as Camp- 
us Idol. Probably no calf has ever been 
fed at Iowa State that put on such consis- 
tently large gains right up to show time 
as Kiron did. Many didn’t give the calf 
a second thought but some of the boys 
predicted him to be one of the best steers 
they would have by International time. 

This wonderful bullock was not the re- 
sult of a freak mating of his sire and dam 
but was the product of two very well bred 
individuals. Revolution 78th, the sire of 
Kiron is by Blackcap Revolution and is out 
of the great cow, Miss Burgess 3rd of Nes- 
bithill, now in the herd of Mr. C. F. Lof- 
gren, at Ada, Minnesota. His dam, Blue- 
blood Lady 118th, was by Black Beau E. 2nd 
by Barbias by Black Peer. The dam of 
Blueblood Lady 118th was Blueblood Lady 
15th which was by Blackcap Poe by Black 
Peer, and she was out of Blueblood Lady 
7th which was sired by Bomano, a full 
brother to Blackeap Poe. 

The Champion steer herd from Iowa State 
College was composed of Campus Idol, Ki- 
ron, and Revolution Special, another son of 
Revolution of Page 11th and out of a Har- 
vest Model dam, which traces to Faultless 
Pass in the third generation on the dams 
side. Very few steer herds have been shown 
in this country that will compare with the 
strength these three steers had. The Cham- 
pion Get of Sire by Revolution of Page 11th 
was composed of Campus Idol, Revolution 
Special and Ames Ensign, all being out 
of Harvest Model dams. Their depth of 
body, width of back and loin, thickness and 
smoothness of fleshing, and good quarters 
were just as uniform as their similarity of 
breeding. 

The remarkable showing made by Iowa 
State College during the last twelve years 
in the Aberdeen-Angus steer classes at the 
International with George Edwards in 
charge is as follows. 

Besides the two Grand Champion Steers 
and two Reserve Grand Champions, the 
College has shown one other breed cham- 
pion and three reserve breed champions, 
also eight first prize groups, five of which 
became Grand Champion over all breeds 
and three Reserve Grand Champions, all 
breeds competing. From the College has 
also come seven Champion Get of Sire 
groups sired by bulls owned by the college. 
This is the first time in history of the Ex- 
position that both Grand Champion and Re- 
serve Grand Champion steers, the Grand 
Champion steer herd and the Champion Get 
of Sire has been shown by one exhibitor.

For 
the breed has been pressing On and On to 
the continual fulfilment of its high destiny 
established by itself. ; ; 

Thirty years pass. The writer retired, 
having found new aims in the Empire City, 
received an invitaton to attend the Interna- 
tonal of 1929, and take part in the unveiling 
of the portrait of the “master-builder”’ the 
Laird of Tillyfour, the gift of the president 
of that year, Oakleigh Thorne. It was an 
unexpected solicitation that was of the na- 
ture of a command, and I went. I saw the 
portrait later installed in its place in the 
Sanctum Sanctorum, the holy of holies, the 
Breeders Valhalla; where it was thought it 
would be for ever there. But alas! The 
writer cannot find words to describe the 
catasclysmic catastrophy that reduced Club 
House, Saddle and Sirloin Club, Breed 
Headquarters, International Hall and Arena 
and Sales Pavilion to ashes in a few short 
hours; all lost, all that was cherished irre- 
triveably destroyed. i= 

But Chicago again showed her spirit “I 
WILL” not be destroyed. And out of these 
ashes have arisen new edifices—but the 
Sanctum Sanctorium and Portrait Hall can 
never be duplicated—that was the real trag- 
edy of this fierce, furious, fast conflagra- 
tion. 

But the wheels must continue to turn and 
the breeders have taken hold, heroically, 
and courageously anew. They have still the 
country behind them from the Atlantic to 
the Pacific, from Gulf to Gulf and the Gold- 
en Legend will not suffer, the goddess rises 
Phoenix-like and will beckon her new de- 
votees. 

But last year has seen the consummation 
of much ardent activity on the part of the 
great exponent of the breed in the Empire 
State, who is doing a national work in prov- 
ing how the breed can contribute to the 
welfare of the citizens. He was acclaimed 
Victor in the championship exhibits and he 
is likely to repeat until he may be will beat 
the record of the breed held across the 
pond, by John Joseph Cridlan, proprietor of 
the Maisemore Aberdeen-Angus herd, rep- 
resentatives of which shown by him have 
won the Smithfield honors eight times. Tnat 
is a record that will be hard to beat and we 
Shall likely be hailing “Maisemore, Maise- 
more, once more, Maisemore, once more”. 
But Briarcliff is a nursery so well equipped 
that we may feel that as Cridlan has estab- 
lished the supremacy so surely in the land 


of the blooming rose, that Briarcliff will 
also be later hailed as “Briarcliff of the 
Black Thorne” and with that symbol and 
emblem, prove as symbolic as the old Burr 
Thistle, in its defiance against all who 
should dare meddle with it. We have thus 
the junction of the Thistle, the Shamrock 
and the Rose of the Britannic rule, and the 
Black Thorne that may join the alliance as 
representing this country that has estab- 
lished the renown of perpetual champions— 
Bovinus Aberdonensis Superioris. 

One word final, addressed to the breeders 
clebrating this Golden Jubilee, and the 
Golden Legend of its Golden Legion here 
visioned forth. It is a word the writer 
would cull from the admonitions of the 
Master himself given to his Men on their 
Sunday evening gatherings at The Old 
House of Tillyfour that sank into the minds 
of his hearers, namely, “You can look upon 
me, my friends, as a standing monument to 
God’s sparing mercy for that is how this 
writer feels he himself is, in attaining these 
years he has—his early errors being of a 
youthful kind that were well enough under- 
stood by his great exemplar, his uncle, when 
he declared in extenuation, “I believe ye, 
laddie, for I never caught you in a lee yet!”

Lester is 17 years old and 
has an outstanding record in 4-H Club work, 
in feeding Aberdeen-Angus calves, raising 
corn and other projects. He was the Na- 
tional 4-H Club Champion in 1934. He lives 
with his parents on a rented farm. His 
ambition is to become a breeder of Aber- 
deen-Angus cattle and is sure to be heard 
from in the future. 

The presentation of the gift was made in 
the International Coliseum on Monday even- 
ing in the presence of 12,000 spectators and 
1,500 Club boys and girls.

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herd through the winter. Prospective buy- 
ers of Aberdeen-Angus cattle located in 
more favorable sections of the United States 
were brought in touch with breeders who 
wished to sell some breeding cattle in order 
to carry on. A number of new herds were 
established as a result of these contacts. 
Your Secretary cooperated with the Secre- 
taries of the other beef breed Associations 
in getting the Federal Government to pur- 
chase some of these pure bred cattle for 
the Indian service. This latter service was 
slow in getting under way. Some purchases 
have been made and additional purchases 
have been promised. Many of these pure 
bred registered cattle would have been lost 
to the breed through slaughter if this out- 
let had not been provided. 

The office has again assisted in the dis- 
position of the surplus feeder calves. A list 
was prepared of all available feeders that 
were reported to the office. This list was 
given wide circulation among known cattle 
feeders and resulted in a number of sales. 
This service can be made more useful if a 
larger number of producers would report 
available calves to the office. The demand 
for feeder calves is still greater than the 
supply. 

The correspondence was heavier than us- 
ual due to inquiries relative to the drouth 
cattle and in preparation for the Golden Ju- 
bilee. At the beginning of the year the 
Secretary prepared the Annual Review. 
This publication was well received and was 
given wide distribution. A total of 10,000 
were mailed to members of the Association 
and prospective breeders of Aberdeen-An- 
gus cattle as well as to schools and colleges. 
A new supply of 5,000 copies had just been 
received from the printers a few days be- 
fore the fire in May and were totally de- 
stroyed. It was impossible to have a new 
supply of literature printed because all the 
forms and cuts were destroyed in the fire. 
A number of feature articles regarding Ab- 
erdeen-Angus cattle have been used during 
the year in publications with wide circula- 


tion. News items regarding sales and breed 
activities have been prepared weekly for a 
number of the leading live stock journals. 
Much of the material to be used in the 
Golden Jubilee Annual has been prepared 
during the summer and fall. This booklet 
will be issued as soon as the Jubilee activ- 
ities and the summary of awards in con- 
nection with the 1934 International can be 
incorporated in it. A considerable portion 
of the material for Volume 40 of the herd 
book has been prepared for the printers. 
The Secretary has attended live stock 
shows, meetings and conferences in a num- 
ber of states during the year. 


Effective publicity work has been contin- 
ued during the year. Radio talks and press 
releases of important events have been sent 
out and extensively used. Our first press 
release announcing the Golden Jubilee Gift 
Herd for a 4-H Club boy was sent to 3,500 
papers with a circulation of 25,000,000 and 
to 200 agricultural papers with a circulation 
in excess of 8,000,000. Since the presenta- 
tion of the gift herd spot news stories of 
this spectacular prize have been wired over 
the Associated and United Press releases. 

During the year the Secretary made re- 
peated broadcasts. This week we have 
three N. B. C. broadcasts. The special Gold- 
en Anniversary edition of the Chicago Daily 
Drovers Journal has reached more than 
40,000 actual cattle producers. <A limited 
amount of paid advertising has been pre- 
pared for special editions of some of the 
important live stock journals. 

At the public auction sales of Aberdeen- 
Angus cattle prices have been higher than 
in 1933 except for a few sales, in the emer- 
gency drouth area. The demand for pure 
bred cattle has been excellent. More cattle 
have gone to new breeders than any time in 
recent years. Figures compiled in the of- 
fice show that 71% of all cattle transferred 
upon the records of the Association during 
the last 6 months were sold to breeders 
who are not members of the Association.

Members of the Association can render 
valuable assistance in promotion work. 
Many sections of the country might follow 
the example of the breeders in Mercer 
County, IIl., and Duchess County, N. Y. The 
breeders in these counties through cooper. 
ative efforts in staging exhibits of Aber. 
deen-Angus cattle and sales have developed 
an interest that could not have been de- 
veloped in any other way. Aberdeen-Angus 
Field days have been held in a number of 
the states during the year. These have af. 
forded an excellent opportunity to advance 
the cause of Aberdeen-Angus. 

One of the most encouraging signs in 
connection with the registration and trans. 
fers issued is that the number of transfers 
issued, is 7814% of the total number of 
registrations, which is higher than any time 
since 1927. A total of 8648 certificates of 
registry were issued during the past year. 
The number of cattle recorded during the 
vear is somewhat less than in 1933. This 
was due however to the fact that in 1933 a 
special reduced rate for recording cattle 
was in effect and no special rate was given 
in 1934. A total of 6796 transfers were re- 
corded during the year. This is an increase 
of 1131 or 17% over 1923. 

Finances. 

The finances of the Association are in an 
excellent condition. The total income from 
registration, transfer and membership fees 
during the vear was $31,878.80. Miscellan- 
eous sales $539.75. Interest on investments 
$1,067.99. making a total income of $33, 
386.50. Expenditures were as follows: Pub- 
licity and premium awards $12,561.10. Gen- 
eral and administrative expenses $14,382.91 
or a total of $26,944.01, leaving a net bal- 
ance of income over expense of $6,442.53, 
which amount has been added to the surplus 
of the Association. 

Your secretary is extremely happy to be 
able to make this optimistic contribution to 
the Golden Jubilee. It had seemed impos- 
sible in the summer, in the face of such ob- 
stacles as fire, depression and drouth. 
These handicaps are proving to be blessings 
not blights. There is no doubt but that just 
as a better home for the Association has 
emerged from the fire, a better breed will 
evolve from the depression and drouth. The 
weaklings have been discarded.

We have had the fear 
of a deficit. Expansion is not rapid under 
such conditions. 

Gentlemen, perhaps it is time to shift the 
point of emphasis, bury these worries with 
the past; lengthen our perspective; focus 
our attention not on surplus, too largely, 
and lay our emphasis on publicity, promo- 
tion and service. I believe that surplus will

grow in direct proportion to these activities 
if economic conditions return at all to nor- 
mal. 

The growth of Aberdeen-Angus requires 
in general two groups of men. The breeder 
and the feeder. Both must be keen observ- 
ers, both students, both scientific in their 
operations. The breeder must understand 
and practice the laws of genetics; the feed- 
er must know how to balance rations and 
both must study and keep a watchful eye 
on the economic conditions and market re- 
quirements. 

I am thoroughly convinced that the men 
who are actively interesting themselves in 
this breed are alive to their responsibility 
and will guard the breeds peculiar points of 
superiority and keep close to the market re- 
quirements in the matter of type. 

With the conscientious sentinels in these 
two groups of men, ever watchful of these 
two conditions, the future of Aberdeen-An- 
gus is thoroughly secure. 

In conclusion I wish to express my deep 
appreciation of the splendid cooperation and 
oyal support received from the officers, 
board of directors, office staff and the 
members of the Association during the 
year. It is my sincere wish that the next

This was an ex- 
ceptionally strong class, assuring the public 
that there will be plenty aged bulls out next 
year, any one of which will do credit to the 
breed and many of which should stand in 
championship positions at the big shows. 

There were but five senior yearling bulls 
in line and the class was headed by the 
good smooth youngster, Revemere of 
Wheatland 9th, a son of Revolution 41st, 
bred by Hollinger and shown by Marshall 
Farms of Indiana. While there were not 
many in the class, there was evident ample 
quality throughout. 

Thirteen junior yearling bulls made up 
another class of more than ordinary inter- 
est. It was Blackcap Revolution B. 3d a 
son of Revolution 37th, bred by the Browns 
of lowa and shown by Marshall Farms, that 
was destined to head the class and pass 
finally to the junior and reserve grand 
championship position. This is a great 
young bull, of good lines, type, character 
and quality.

Again thirteen was the number that came 
out in the summer yearling class. There 
was in this string the smoothest youngster 
most ever seen in a show ring, Edwin Bur- 
gess by Burgess Marshall 3d and out of the 
famous show cow Edwina, shown by 
Browns, of Iowa, who also bred him.
